PRAYER

he explains that even while doing our mundane 
daily activities such as washing pots and pans 
we can be communicating with God and aware 
of His presence. Our interior dialogue with God 
may at times become more of a monologue, 
and while that is okay (since God’s patience is 
infinite), it is at times advisable to stop talking 
and to listen to what God has to say. There are 
times when we can simply be quiet and rest in the 
awareness that God is there, praying “Here I am 
Lord, your servant is listening.” But real prayer 
is transformative. We must be willing to change, 
and willing to let God’s will be done, not ours. 
Jesus, after all, prayed “not my will, but yours 
be done.” (Luke 22:42 NIV) And James tells us 
that “When you ask, you do not receive, because 
you ask with wrong motives, that you may spend 
what you get on your pleasures.” (James 4:3 
NIV) How often are our prayers pure selfishness, 
asking for a return to health, or for wealth, or some 
other source of pleasure? Instead, let us pray for 
the grace and wisdom to know God’s will, and 
the strength and courage to do it. - Christopher 
Simon

Howdy Folks! June 
has arrived with already 
a list of activities to 
keep everyone busy but 
perhaps we have more 
noteworthy cause that 
can be placed close to 
the top of that list! On 
Saturday, June 16, the 
Ohio River Valley Sani¬ 
tation Commission (OR- 
SANCO) has organized 
and scheduled its award 
winning cleanup event 
of the Ohio River! Since 
1989 ORSANCO’s river 
sweep encompasses the 
entire length of the river, 
from its origin at the con¬ 
fluence of the Alleghany 
and Monongahela Rivers 
in Pittsburgh, PA to its 
end in Cairo, IL including 
nearly 3,000 miles of both 
shorelines and those of 
the tributaries! ORSAN- 
CO is an interstate water 
pollution agency for the 
Ohio River Valley along 
with the environmental 
protection and natural 
resources agencies from 
the six bordering states of 
the Ohio River of Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Some interesting 
facts about the Ohio 
River: at its widest point, 
it is a mile across; aver¬ 
age depth is 24 feet; ap¬ 
proximately 160 species 
of fish have been found; 
more than 25 million 
people (10% of U.S. pop¬ 
ulation!) live in the Ohio 
River Basin; it is the 
source of drinking water 
for more than five million 
people; it is 981 miles 
long from Pittsburgh to 
its end in Cairo where it 
empties into the Missis¬ 
sippi River; there are 20 
locks and dams for flood 
control and navigation, 


along with 38 electric 
power generating facili¬ 
ties. 

While we couldn’t 
find a specific list of 
creeks that flow into 
the Ohio from Bracken 
County, a few of them are 
Willow, Snag, Chatham, 
Wrangling Run, Locust, 
Turtle, Bracken and Little 
Bracken. Add to that the 
myriad of smaller creeks 
that flow into these larger 
creeks and you have nu¬ 
merous miles of shore¬ 
lines and waterways in 
Bracken County alone! 
Why this “waterways 
report”? It is to make us 
aware of the amount of 
streams we have been 
blessed with in Bracken 
County, and to remind us 
that all these waterways 
eventually make their 
way to the Ohio River. 
Not only the water, but 
any trash, debris and litter 
that folks have carelessly 
thrown into the bodies 
of water eventually find 
their way to the mighty 
Ohio! 

Please find time to 
join this year’s Ohio 
Valley River Sweep by 
going to www.orsanco.

Beware Robocalls Saying 
“Your Social Security 
Will Be Suspended” 

Latest Twist on Automated Calls 
Impersonating Government Agencies 


A Scott County senior 
citizen has reported 
receiving a phone call 
threatening his Social 
Security benefits if he 
did not call the number 
provided to resolve 
“suspicious activities” 
on his account. Better 
Business Bureau® 
serving Central & 
Kentucky is warning the 
public to beware of this 
newest phone scam. 

The man, who lives 
in Georgetown, called 
the number back, where 
he was prompted to 
enter a Social Security 
number to continue. He 
hung up at that point. He 
gave the BBB the phone 
number he was told to 
call. A search on the 
Internet matched a page 
on the Nomorobo.com 
website that contained 
an example of the same 
message he received: 

“HELLO we have 
been trying to reach you 
this call is officially a final 
notice from S.S.A. Social 
Security Administration 
this call is to inform you 
that we have got an order 
to suspend your socials 
on immediate basis 
because we have found 
suspicious and fraudulent 
activities on your social

“This appears to be the 
latest version of‘robocall’ 
scams impersonating 
government agencies 
in order to persuade 
citizens to give personal 
information or money 
to the scammer,” 
said Heather Clary, 
BBB Director of 
Communications. “In 
this case, we fear that 
senior citizens who may 
receive this call will 
panic and call the number 
back to provide whatever 
information the con artist 
requests.” 

The Georgetown 
senior did call the Social 
Security Administration, 
which assured him the call 
did not come from their 
office. BBB reminds the 
public that government 
agencies DO NOT call 
unsolicited; rather, they 
send letters if they need 
to contact a citizen.
